_ But he also knows that even 
though he is an alcoholic he can 
[ a normal, enjoyable and 
successful life, because that’s 
just what he has been doing for 
ight years since he “beat the 
tap” with treatment at Raleigh 
Hills hospital in Portland, 
Oregon. 


+ alcoholic from southeastern 
Tulare county to try the Raleigh 
Hills treatment; More than 80 
others from this area have 
followed during the past eight 
years; about 75 percent of them 
- approximately the hospital’s 
over-all success ratio - were able 
to arrest their alcoholism. 

“Arrest is the word,” says 
Richardson. “Successful medical 
treatment does not change an 
alcoholic into a non-alcoholic. It 
only arrests the disease.” 

Richardson, a Porterville 
businessman who is active in 
chamber of commerce and other 
community work and who is 
now chairman of the Veterans’ 
Memorial district board and 
president-elect of the Porterville 
Rotary club, says: 

“Tt took me a long time - in 
fact years - to admit to myself 
_ that I wasn’t just a social drinker 

like many of my friends, that I 

was actually an alcoholic. Then 
- jt took more years for me to 
really start wanting to quit 
drinking. 

“Through efforts of my 
family I was in and out of 
hospitals, I had sessions with 
psychologists, psychiatrists, 
M.D.s, they talked to me, 
reasoned with me, sometimes 
shouted at me, analyzed me

dried me out, sent me back to 
the alcoholic ward, dried me out 
again, and tried to hide the 
bottle. 

“But none of it worked. You 
see the difference between the 
alcoholic and the non-alcoholic 
is that the non-alcoholic drinks 
because he wants to - he can 
walk. away after a couple of 
belts. But an alcoholic drinks 
because he has to drink and he 
can’t walk away until the bottle 
is empty - then he goes looking 
for another bottle because 
alcoholism is a disease that 
creates an absolutely 
uncontrolable urge to drink. I 
know from experience.” 

At Raleigh Hills, Richardson 
was introduced to a different 
concept. This licensed medical 
facility, operated exclusively for 
treatment of alcoholism and 
staffed by medical doctors and 
registered nurses, many of whom 
have suffered from alcoholism, 
has developed ‘“‘an intense, 
highly specialized, 
multidisciplinary program for 
the arrest of alcoholism,” based 


_ on the Pavlovian theory of 


conditioning, the person 
involved being’ conditioned for 
life against the taste and smell of 
alcohol. 

And at Raleigh Hills, 
alcoholism is recognized for 
what it is - a disease involving a 
metabolism breakdown in the 
body, and a tissue demand for 
alcohol so great that addicted 
persons have to drink. 

Related to physical treatment 
is individual counseling provided 
by counselors who. themselves 
have been the victims of 
alcoholism and who _ have 
“graduated” from the Raleigh 
Hills system. Family and 
marriage counseling is also

provided if needed and if 
desired. 

Only persons with a severe 
alcohol problem who come to 
Raleigh , Hills voluntarily are 
accepted; usual treatment period 
is from 10-12 days with a 
patient free to leave at any time; 
patients return for 
‘‘reinforcements’ six times 
during the year following 
hospitalization and may return 
at no cost any time thereafter if 
they feel additional help is 
needed. 

Both men and women are 


included among Raleigh Hills — 


patients, most coming from the 
professions, the business world, 
skilled workers, even the clergy. 
Successful treatment occurs in 
about 75 percent of the cases; 
those who “slip back” often 
make it on the second try; 
however only in special 
circumstances will an individual 
be accepted for a third or fourth 
try. 
Richardson says he does not 
know at what point he “stopped 
being a guy who could have a 
few drinks with his friends and 
became an alcoholic.” 

“It’s a matter of the tolerance 
factor within your own system,” 
he says. “When you pass the 
point of alcoholic tolerance and 
you start to crave alcohol, then 


you are an alcoholic.” 

As for recognizing 
alcoholism, Peter Tighe, 
president of Raleigh Hills 
hospitals and himself a 
‘‘graduate” of the Portland 
hospital, says, “Who is an 
alcoholic? It is anyone whose 
drinking is causing any kind of 
problem, particularly with job, 
family, or the law; any man or 
woman who has an 
uncontrollable urge to drink, not 
subject to willpower.” 

Alcoholism, as described by 
Tighe, ‘is a tissue demand that 
becomes a burning thirst and 
nothing gets you off, not even 
willpower. You're eaten up by 
it. It is a disease like diabetes or 
tuberculosis. It can be arrested 
for life, but never cured.” 

Statistically, Tighe says there 
are nine and one-half million 
known alcoholics in America 
today and this number is 
increasing by about a half 
million annually. 

“Average age of the alcoholic 
was from 40 years on up,” he 
says, ‘‘but now, tragically,

Raleigh Hills hospitals that exclusively treat 
alcoholics, with Jimmy Butler, a counselor at the new Raleigh Hills 
hospital in Newport Beach and also an ‘alumnus’ of the hospitals. 
Butler, who was born in Ireland and educated in England was 
formerly the head of the food and beverage departments of two 
casinos in Reno, with 500 persons working under him. Since being 
successfully treated for alcoholism four years ago at the Raleigh Hills 
hospital in Portland, he has served as a counselor for the hospitals; 
he was in Porterville recently to attend a dinner meeting of 


ex-patients. 


increasing numbers of alcoholics 
are coming from the 22 to 29 
year age group.” 

Original Raleigh Hills hospital 
was started at Portland in 1942; 
second hospital was at Spokane, 
Washington; third unit has just 
been opened at Newport Beach 
in southern California; further 
expansion is being considered 
into San Diego, Philadelphia and 
Washington, D.C., and at 
locations in Florida and Texas. 
Now, Raleigh Hills stock is being 
offered on the open market. 

As is the case of many 
alcoholics Richardson went a 
long way down. the alcoholic 
road before he could find within 
himself the fortitude to turn 
back. Because he knows the 
sadness along this road he has 
accepted a personal 
responsibility to talk openly 
about alcoholism and, when 
possible, to help other 
alcoholics. 

“Sure, put the story in the 
paper,” he says, “and include 
my telephone number. It’s 
784-3734, and my address is 8 
South Park Drive. Tell the folks 
who have someone in their

family with drinking problems 
to give me a call; tell the guys 
who are beating the bottle who 
think they really want to quit to 
call me. I'll try to help them. 
Maybe I can.” 

Then he added, “You know, 
members of the Tulare County 
Alumni association of Raleigh 
Hills hospitals hold a reunion 
once a year. We have dinner, and 
we talk, and we drink coffee. It’s 
quite a change from the days 
when we belted Cuttysark, but 
for us, it’s the only way. Maybe 
there are others we can help 
qualify for that special alumni 
group.”

they’re mumbling to themselves.
